THE TESTING AND HANDLING OF 
BOOK PAPERS. 

Of late years there has been growing com¬ 
plaint, especially frequent and general from 
libraries, as to the unsuitability of paper used 
in printing books and the consequent short 
life of the book, especially in the publisher's 
binding. The strong, long-lived paper and 
binding of ancient books is still matter of 
wonder, and is in strong contrast with the 
great body of the books of the day, notwith¬ 
standing our boast of modern improvements 
in mechanism and methods. 

At the American Library Association Con¬ 
ference at Bretton Woods last month Mr. 
Cedric Chivers, a binder who has had much 
experience in the specialty of binding for li¬ 
braries in England as well as in America, 
gave the result of a painstaking study of book 
papers in relation to methods of binding. Mr. 
Chivers obtained from several libraries copies 
of twenty books, issued by eleven different 
publishers, which had circulated from 134 to 
575 times each, and carefully studied the evi¬ 
dence given by these and by newer copies in 
respect to the causes of durability or short 
life. The most extraordinary result of his 
investigations was a negative one. It is the 
general, and probably the correct, opinion that 
the permanency of ancient book papers comes 
from the fact that they are mostly of linen 
or other rag fibre, and it was therefore sup¬ 
posed that the durability of binding qualities 
of present papers depends on the quality of 
their fibre, e.g., that paper having a larger 


proportion of grass fibre than of wood pulp 
would show better binding qualities. Mr. 
Chivers’s results show that this had compar¬ 
atively little to do with binding qualities. 
Also, the thickness of paper was not a de¬ 
cisive quality, although the light-weight 
souffle thick paper was definitely objection¬ 
able. 

Surprising as it seems, these qualities in 
the paper itself were of comparatively little 
importance in comparison with the simple 
mechanical question of how the paper was 
folded in binding—whether with or across 
the grain. Bound when the fold of the paper 
was such that the grain was across the page, 
the binding was strong; when the grain was 
up and down the page the book was weak in 
the fold for sewing. The difference between 
English and American books proved to be 
that in English books the great body had the 
grain across the page, while in American 
books the great majority had the grain up 
and down the page. The evidence on this 
question will, we think, be a surprise to most 
publishers. 

The practical application of all this is that 
paper should be bought with reference to the 
size of the book. The same paper folded 
twice, as for a large 8vo book, will have only 
half the strength when folded thrice for a 
i6mo book. It should be added, of course, 
that the durability of the paper as such with¬ 
in the book is a different question from that 
of the strength of the paper for binding, so 
that the question of fibre is not altogether 
negligible. 

Mr. Chivers’s paper, of which a full resume 
is given in the Library Journal for August, 
and in the present issue of The Publishers' 
Weekly, should have careful attention of all 
publishers. _ 

THE SUMMER DULNESS DELUSION. 

“There are many people just now with 
nothing to do, and with much time in 
which to do it.”— Publishers’ Circular. 

The text that heads this article should be 
an inspiration to those booksellers who, every 
time we touch the period of summer dulness, 
so-called, succumb to the feeling of listless¬ 
ness engendered by the weather. Said a wise 
man a little while ago: 

“A dull month? Not on your cash regis¬ 
ter ! Dull months are for dull people, not for 
live ones. 

“If you were a carpenter and your saw was 
dull, would you say, ‘I can’t work this month; 
my saw is dull?’ Not for one*blessed minute 
You’d get up early in the morning and file 
the saw before breakfast. You’d put an edge 
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on that saw that would make it eat its way 
through an oak board like a hungry boy 
through a piece of pumpkin pie. 

“The live dealer does exactly the same 
thing. If business doesn’t’come the way he 
wants it, he sharpens up his business tools 
and goes after business. And he gets it, too. 

“The man who expects business to be dull, 
and is willing it should be dull, will have it 
dull. It’s all in your mind. This childish 
prattle about dull seasons is a mongrel sired 
by indifference, mothered by mental weakness, 
and nursed by the universal tendency of 
human nature to fight shy of work. People 
have got to buy things, and they’ll buy them 
of you if you let them know you’re still alive 
and still full of red-blooded ambition for 
more business. 

“You can have dull months if you want 
them, but you’ll be out of date if you do. 
They’re not in style any more.” 

A good deal of ginger in this talk, but it is 
all justified. There will be a good many hours 
during the summer weeks still ahead of us 
when time will hang heavy on the booksellers’ 
hands, and when there will be an almost irre¬ 
sistible impulse on the part of publishers and 
booksellers to follow the reprehensible ex¬ 
ample of the grasshopper and to let the policy 
of the ant go hang. This has been going on 
for much too long a time, and, while there 
are frequent indications of a desire to brace 
up and do better on the part of the few, the 
summer policy of monumental inactivity still 
has a firm grip on the majority. 

There is every reason why the bookseller 
should not go into semi-retirement as soon as 
the weather warms up. 

First. In summer there is more money in 
circulation than at any other time, because to 
thousands summer is the time when the sav¬ 
ings of the winter and spring are withdrawn 
from savings banks to buy pleasure and in¬ 
dulgence in fancies. 

Second. Summer is the time when nearly 
all of the thousands of vacationists spend more 
for necessities and for luxuries—when there 
are more things in the markets to tempt the 
people that visit cities on their vacations or 
that spend weeks in the country, in the moun¬ 
tains and at seaside and other resorts. 

Third. In the northern part of the United 
States, especially, summer is the time when 
people open up and enjoy themselves after a 
more or less severe struggle with the winter 
rigors of the northern climate. 

Fourth. Summer is the optimistic time 
with everybody except the people who have 
the summer dullness delusion and who, in¬ 
stead of taking advantage of their opportuni¬ 
ties to make money close up early and go to 
the ball game! 


THE PAPER AND BINDING OF LEND¬ 
ING LIBRARY BOOKS * 

BY CEDRIC CHIVERS 

Practical experience has told us of the 
deterioration of paper used in lending library 
books in recent years. 

Books are used harder now than they ever 
were, and the paper composing them is of a 
worse quality. 

Every effort has been made to bind modern 
books in an effective fashion for public use, 
but complete success has not been attained 
with too large a number. In other words, 
the utmost care exercised in method, work¬ 
manship, and materials is not always success¬ 
ful. There has been something elusive and 
unreliable about the paper of books which 
has defied the best efforts of the bookbinder. 
How many books per cent, have ineffective 
binding, owing to the treacherous qualities 
of their .papers there is no means of deter¬ 
mining, but it is evident that many books 
after careful binding do not serve well. 

It is clear that the bookbinder has not un¬ 
derstood the first thing which should be as¬ 
certained before binding a book — that is, 
the material which he undertook to bind. 

He has followed the traditions of a craft 
some four hundred years old, and, other 
things being equal, if the material with which 
he had to deal had been the same quality, 
the same satisfactory results should have 
been obtained. But the paper he has had to 
bind has been of a very different sort, and he 
has failed to readapt his methods to the 
varying qualities of the paper which the mod¬ 
ern' publishing world has been using. The 
craft, adapted to and dealing with a material 
as strong as to withstand strains of 30, 40, or 
50 pounds to the inch, finds itself nonplussed 
and futile having to deal with a material able 
to withstand only strains of four, three, two, 
and cne pound to the inch. 

Doubtless in olden times paper varied in 
quality, but the worst paper which was used 
for books likely to be purchased by public 
libraries before so recent a year as 1890 -was 
of a quality sufficiently good when folded and 
sewed to have held together for a reasonable 
service, with the ordinary and traditionary 
methods of bookbinding. 

It has been impossible to tell from the ap¬ 
pearance and handling of very much of the 
paper used more recently what qualities it 
possessed which make it unreliable in a bound 
form. 

It has become tiresome to the librarian and 
exasperating to the bookbinder to discover 
after a book has been bound with every pos¬ 
sible care that it has been wrongly bound 
and should have been dealt with in another 
fashion. Explanations appear as excuses, and 
annoyance to all concerned is the certain 
result. This state of affairs is one which 
cannot be allowed to continue, and it has 
become necessary, very late in the day. to 
understand when binding a book something 
more than has hitherto been possible of the 
thing to be bound. 

’Resume of an address delivered in 2 parts ly 
Mr. Chivers before the American Library Associa¬ 
tion, at Lretton Woods, July 1 and 3. 1909* 
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One of the first things which would natur¬ 
ally occur to one is to discover the composi¬ 
tion of the paper which in the past gave us 
proper results. To that end I collected from 
librarians a number of books which had given 
satisfactory service, and pages from them 
were sent to a paper technologist for analy¬ 
ses and report. 

I have before me a list of 20 books, pub¬ 
lished by 11 different publishers, with the 
number of times they were loaned to readers 
indicated. The number of issues of some of 
these books is here shown:

These selections then were made not to 
support any theory of bookbinding, nor as 
worthy instances of library economy, but be¬ 
cause they prove the paper to have been good 
for its purpose. 

As to the thickness of the different papers, 
they varied but little. 3.8 in. to the 1000 being 
the thinnest and 6.6 in. to the 1000 being the 
thickest. This in comparison with a list of 
1000 books compiled where the variation is 
rom y/xnr of an inch to of an inch. 

Their strength, also, did not vary nearly 
so much as do more recent papers, the strong¬ 
est of them breaking at a strain of 15 pounds 
and the weakest breaking at a strain of six 
pounds. While the variation between recent 
books has been as between 40 pounds and 
one pound. My purpose was, however, to 
discover the fibrous composition of these pa¬ 
pers, and here some very surprising results 
were shown. 

The chief constituents of modern paper are 
chemical wood, esparto grass, and sometimes 
a slight intermixture of rag. There are 
other materials, but they, when not actually 
deleterious, at any rate do not tend to 
strengthen the paper. 

I think it is generally understood that es¬ 
parto grass alone would not make a strong 
paper: that it is used in conjunction with the 
chemical wood to soften the paner and make 
it a better printing subject. However that 
may be, we have the following results of our 
analyses: 

A book showing an issue of 280 times 
had a fibrous composition 100% esnarto... 

Another book came to pieces after being 
loaned only once. It had a fibrous com¬ 
position of 2% chemical wood and 98% 
esparto. 

Another book, issued 398 times, had 
chemical wood, 80% esparto and 15% other 
mixtures. 

A book issued 152 times was composed 
of 100% chemical wood. 


Another book issued 140 times was com¬ 
posed of 50% chemical wood and 50% 
esparto. 

Yet another issued 259 times had 50% 
chemical wood, 45% esparto and 5% rag. 

Still another issued 483 times had 60% 
chemical wood, 30% esparto and 10% rag. 

Another issued 573 times had 40% chem- 
cal wood, 58% esparto and 2% mechanical 
wood. 

What are we to say to such results as 
these? The composition or finish of the 
paper appears to have but little to do with its 
value for the class of book under discussion. 
It was evident that help for the bookbinders’ 
trouble could not be discovered in this way. 

It should be said that nearly all these books 
were bound in one manner, and that in the 
manner many hundreds of thousands of books 
had been bound for public libraries, always 
keeping the book intact until the paper has 
given way. The binding of the book issued 
483 times is just as good, except as a clean 
thing and the condition of its cloth sides, as 
the binding of the book discarded when worn 
out after an issue of 140 times. 

Before leaving this part of the subject I 
have to note an interesting and curious fact 
in regard to a series of popular books much 
and worthily in demand, hut which give us — 
librarians and bookbinders alike — consider¬ 
able trouble. 

In analyzing the paper of these books we 
discovered that one book is composed of 
chemical wood 10% and esparto 90%, while 
another book of the same series, but a dif¬ 
ferent title, was composed of 90% chemical 
wood, 8% esparto and 2% rag. And al¬ 
though the composition of these papers is 
reversed, we find the number of issues to be 
very nearly alike, with the advantage, how¬ 
ever. on the side of the paper composed of 
10% chemical wood and 90% esparto. 

From what we know of the value of fiber 
we would have thought the second book 
showing 90% chemical wood, only 8% esparto, 
with 2% of rag, would he much superior, 
whereas it was rather inferior. It is clear 
then that something happens to paper, apart 
from its fibrous composition, which seriously 
affects if, from the librarians’ and bookbind¬ 
ers’ point of view. 

I ought to say that many things happen to 
paper which harmfully affect it for our use, 
such as printing on it and folding it too soon 
after manufacture, the manner of its bleach¬ 
ing, etc. But to pursue this inquiry is not 
germane to our subject. It is a matter be¬ 
yond our control and effective influence. 

The most injurious treatment in recent 
years to which paper has been subjected is 
that of overstirring and beating its pulp and 
so impregnating it with air as to form the 
featherweight papers, which are among the 
worst with which we have to deal. This 
happening does not affect, however, the in¬ 
stances mentioned above. 

There is little possibility of making a good 
and lasting book with some of the papers 
made from this soufflee of pulp. 

Beating or whisking a paper nulp in this 
fashion fully explains why the fibrous com- 
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position lias even less to do now than for¬ 
merly with the mechanical value of paper. 

It should here be borne in mind that we 
are discussing only lending library books, 
which require to serve some 150 to 200 issues 
during a life of from 3 to 12 years, and it is 
another question to determine the value and 
life of books made of this paper for the refer¬ 
ence library. Here the mischief is greater and 
the ingenuity of the bookbinder is less effective. 

To do good work and get efficient results 
the workman must have good tools and good 
materials. Now we cannot make good books 
of bad paper. We can take bad paper and 
make the best of it. First, however, we must 
know how good the bad paper is — that is, 
we have to discover what qualities of 
strength, pliability, and good surface the ma¬ 
terials possess with which we have to deai. 

It is necessary to arrange the field of in¬ 
quiry. To make a beginning we limit this to 
books used in lending libraries. An inquiry 
into the chemical and fibrous composition of 
paper does not help much, so we set this on 
one side. 

It appears necessary, then, to learn some¬ 
thing about the grain or fibrous direction of 
the paper; also its strength both in this 
fibrous direction and across it. The strength 
of the paper under its condition arranged 
for binding, that is, the tensile strain it will 
stand when folded and pierced for over¬ 
sewing; its thickness, and something of its 
surface and stiffness. 

It seems reasonable to assume that the 
binder having these facts before him would be 
better equipped to make a well-bound book 
than if, ignorant of these facts, he bound a 
book according to a specification drawn up by 
some one dead and buried years before the 
composition of the paper to be dealt with had 
been thought of, or a specification by a living 
person who has given no more attention to 
the composition of modern papers than his 
deceased confrere. 

In a large number of libraries in Great 
Britain it is required that their books be 
bound to such a specification, and the custom 
is not unknown in this country. 

It is well understood that with machine- 
made paper the fiber is drawn in one direc¬ 
tion, and that consequently paper is stronger 
when in one direction than in the other. 

As the result of testing the paper of some 
five thousand books, an average difference in 
strength was discovered between the machine 
way of the paper and the cross direction of 
no less than 45%. 

Some two years ago my advice was asked 
in a matter of determining the best books for 
wearing qualities for a large library, and 
many hundreds of English and American 
books passed under my review. 

It appeared to be generally considered that 
the paper of English fiction wore better than 
the paper of American fiction. This also 
had been my own experience. In handling 
the paper in order to determine this quality 
I had to decide in the “rule of thumb” fashion 
of handling it that in a very few cases did 
the English book show as superior in quality 
to the American book — that is, the sub¬ 


stance and quality of the papers appeared 
equal, yet the general experience of the wear¬ 
ing qualities of the two papers constantly told 
that the English book was the better. 

In testing the five thousand books mentioned 
above, the majority were English books, and 
the question of superiority of their papers 
came under review. 

With 3717 English books 66% of the papers 
showed the grain to be across the page, that 
is in the strong way for binding. 

Thirty-four per cent, of the papers exhib¬ 
ited the grain up and down the page, making 
the book weak in its fold for sewing. 

With 981 American books 14% only were 
in the strong way of the grain, whilst no less 
than with 86% the grain of the paper was in 
the length of the book, and therefore the 
sewing was through the weakened fold of 
the leaf. 

The difference in the strength of the paper 
in one direction or the other being as much 
as 45%, it is especially desirable to know of 
this fibrous direction with weak modern pa¬ 
pers before proceeding to bind a book which 
is to be much used. 

A book sewed through the folded paper 
may serve well if the grain be across the page, 
but the same paper would make a weak 
binding if served in the same manner with 
the grain running the length of the book. 

The bound book would, of course, experi¬ 
ence no disadvantage if in the weak direction 
the paper remained sufficiently strong to hold 
the stitches under wear and tear, that is, if 
the margin of tensile strength either way of 
the paper were above the required tenacity. 

Until recently paper was made of such 
consistency that it was of little importance 
which way of the grain the paper was folded. 
But library books are used and handled more 
in these days, and the more recent books are 
largely made of weaker paper. It is there¬ 
fore now, as it has not hitherto been, of im¬ 
portance to discover these mechanical facts 
and to appropriately deal with books so 
printed. 

The strength of the paper, both with and 
across its grain, having been ascertained, it 
is desirable to know its tensile strength when 
folded and pierced for the sewing. Exam¬ 
ination and testing discloses extraordinary 
results. 

Leaves folded once only and pierced with 
a needle as for ordinary sewing show with 
modern papers an average loss in tensile 
strength when the grain was across the page 
of no less than 52%. The loss was some¬ 
thing less, as might be expected, when the 
fold was in the direction of the grain. Here 
the loss was 42%. But it must be remem¬ 
bered that a leaf of paper with the grain run¬ 
ning the way of the fold has already been 
shown to have lost 45% of its strength as 
compared with the same paper folded in the 
other direction. This is an average loss. 

With very many books the loss is of course 
much more. 

This weakened paper largely accounts for 
the disastrous results so frequently discov¬ 
ered with recent books which have been 
bound with care and good materials. 
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Even when thought is taken and the paper 
is examined by the ordinary method of 
handling it, its essential weakness above de¬ 
scribed escapes notice. 

It is a fact not hitherto observed that mod- 
'ern papers lose so very large a proportion of 
their tensile strength in the acts of folding 
and sewing. 

We come, then, to the conclusion that when 
a book is made of paper the fibrous direction 
of whose quality is down the page, and it is 
folded and pierced for sewing, a loss of ten¬ 
sile strength ensues of not less than 75%. 

We have already seen that with 86% of 
American fiction the grain is in this weak 
direction. 

The general deterioration of the paper 
used for fiction during the last 20 years ap¬ 
pears from a number of tests made for the 
purpose of this article to be from 10 pounds 
to 6 pounds in tensile strength. 

The more modern papers develop the added 
vice of losing more of their strength in the 
act of folding and sewing in the following 
proportions: 

Books printed before 1890, showing an 
average tensile strength of 10 pounds, lost 
20% by folding and sewing. Books printed 
during the present and last year, showing an 
♦average strength of six pounds, lost 50%. 

'This, however, does not tell the whole 
story, for we have now to deal with the 
thickness of the paper. 

Here it will be readily seen that for a book 
7F2 x 5 inches, the ordinary i2mo, there is a 
thickness, if it can be discovered, appro¬ 
priate to its size. 

The aforesaid examples showed an average 
thickness of 4.5 in., the thinnest being 3.8 in. 
and the thickest 6.6 in. This, then, would 
appear to be an appropriate thickness for 
the ordinary volume of fiction. 

With 3069 books recently examined 1028 
only were under of an inch thick, while 
2041 were over that thickness. 

More modern papers show thicknesses from 
to with the largest proportion 

above . 

Papers under yUtfir and over in thick¬ 

ness and of the qualities under discussion 
would be badly bound if sewed in the ordinary 
fashion. 

Out of a total of 3070 books there were 
2377 outside these limits, so that because of 
the unsuitable thickness of their paper for a 
book 7 l / 2 x 5 in. — apart from consideration 
of their tensile strength — 2377 books out of 
3070 would not be effectively bound if sewed 
through the folds in the ordinary manner. 

With a collection of 760 recent books of 
fiction compiled during the last few weeks 
by the American Library Association as ex¬ 
cellent from their literary value the varia¬ 
tions in thickness of their paper were from 
tW' to Tinny" with a lar £ e majority unsuit¬ 
able in thickness for sewing advantageously in 
the ordinary manner through the fold. 

It may be observed that the papers of the 
older books, 1890 and before, were only re¬ 
cently tested after in many cases years of 
arduous service, certainly losing much of 
their strength, while all the tests of more 
recent books were naturally of quite new 
paper. 


Below is a rough comparison between the 
average book printed before 1890 with the 


paper issued during 1909: 

1S90 1909 

Tensile strength.10 lbs. 6 lbs. 

Loss in the weak way of the grain or 

fibrous direction. 25% 45% 

Loss in folding or sewing. 20% 50% 

Of an undesirable thickness for bind¬ 
ing in the ordinary way. 5% 77% 


The average thickness of paper for fiction 
before 1890 appears to ha,ve varied between 
3.8 in. to the 1000 to 6.6 in. to the 1000. 

While it is true that a paper with its fiber 
running up and down the page is weaker in 
the fold for sewing, it is fortunately more 
pliable and falls over more readily in the 
hand when reading, so that if a book be care¬ 
fully oversewed, instead of sewing it through 
the folded section, a more pliable book is the 
result, and in most cases a stronger book. 

Another source of difficulty in dealing with 
modern papers is one which arises from the 
use of calendered and surface paper for f /Jo* 
lustrations. 

In their qualities of tensile strength and 
deterioration under folding and sewing they 
have been dealt with among the other papers 
in the books quoted above. But apart from 
their qualities in these respects they offer 
their own special problem. 

Under the friction of use, when sewed and 
dealt with in the ordinary manner of book¬ 
binding, the surface of the paper cracks away 
from its fibrous base and works itself into 
powder, together with the glue which has 
been used in lining its back. Losing the sup¬ 
port of this gluten the weakened paper is held 
entirely, and more loosely, by the sewing 
and soon the leaves break away. 

The varying thicknesses of this class of 
paper present also their special difficulties for 
solution. 

The bookbinder would wisely decide to 
oversew all the thinner papers of this class, 
while the thicker papers, if the book be of 
any value, should be dealt with by means of 
guarding. Even this more costly method can 
in some cases be made effective only by sew¬ 
ing as well as sticking cn the attached jaconet 
joint, the surface of the paper offering the 
same difficulty to holding the guard, though 
in less degree, as it does in the binding of 
the book. 

Fortunately there is very much that can 
effectively be done to remedy the faults we 
discover these papers to possess over those 
the bookbinding craft has been trained to deal 
with. 

The bookbinder may, if he makes himself 
cognizant of these facts, and determines the 
tensile strength, together with the direction 
of the grain, turn these disadvantages into a 
desirable thing, for much of the paper here 
described possesses qualities of which he 
can take advantage. If it is made thin it is 
at least pliable, and while it is impossible to 
sew it through the fold with profit, it may 
be carefully oversewed and last long enough 
for the librarian’s purpose. 

If, as is very often the case, it is made 
into a thick sheet, it is impossible either 
to sew it through, because it is too brittle, 
or to oversew, because it is too thick and 
stiff. But its pulpy nature does allow of 
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making it into a book advantageously by 
means of a linen guard. This method with 
ordinary paper would make an ugly, thick 
back. The soft, yielding nature of ’this 
paper under pressure makes way for the 
linen, and the result is a comparatively ser¬ 
viceable and good-looking book. 

With both these kinds of bad paper eco¬ 
nomical service can then be obtained. 

Having faced the difficulties he has experi¬ 
enced in the exercise of his craft, and learn¬ 
ing their causes, the bookbinder is better 
equipped to deal with them. He must adapt 
his methods to what is practically the new 
material he has to bind, and whose qualities 
this paper does something to make known.

THE ANCESTORS OF POE’S “RAVEN.” 

Everybody who has read “Barnaby Rudge” 
will remember that there is a character intro¬ 
duced in that story who, although walking on 
two legs, and able to talk with considerable 
fluency, is no human being, but a bird—a 
raven —in fact, the property of half-witted 
Barnaby. 

A shrewd, clever specimen of a very 
shrewd genus , “Grip” amuses the reader with 
his quaint, droll gravity, and his comical utter¬ 
ances. 

Charles Dickens had for many years a pet 
raven named “Grip,” and when “Grip” died 
he was stuffed and put into a glass case. 
When Mr. Dickens’s effects were sold in 
London in July, 1870, much satisfaction was 
expressed at the appearance of “Grip’s” name 
in the catalogue, and several persons were 
heard to say they would not mind giving five 
pounds for him. To their astonishment the 
bids rose to fifty pounds within about five 
seconds. A keen competition then ensued 
between Mr. Andrew Halliday and Mr. Not- 
tage, and when the former offered eighty-five 
guineas, the latter bid the round sum of one 
hundred guineas. After a pause the bidding 
recommenced, and ultimately “Grip” was 
knocked down to Mr. Nottage, amid pro¬ 
longed applause, for one hundred and 
twenty guineas, the largest sum, probably, 
ever paid for a raven , dead or alive. 

Poe’s pretty story, how he constructed his 
weird poem, “The Raven,” is told in “The 
Philosophy of Composition,” which was first 
published in Graham's Magazine for April, 
1846. 

“The history of the composition of ‘The 
Raven’ has been variously told, but it is im¬ 
possible to reconcile the different- accounts. 
Mrs. Weiss relates, on Poe’s authority, that 
the bird was originally an “owl." Whatever 
may have been the history of this earlier con¬ 
ception, the true germ is contained in Poe’s 
review of ‘Barnaby Rudge,’ published in 
Graham's Magazine, February, 1842.”—Wood- 
berrv’s “Life of Edgar Allan Poe,” Boston, 
1909, Vol. 11., p. 3.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Otto Henry Bacher, painter and illus¬ 
trator, died at his Tome in Lawrence Park, 
Bronxville, N. Y., on Monday, August 16. 
He was born in Cleveland, Ohio, March 31, 
1856, studied with Duveneck and others at 
Munich, and with Whistler and Blum at 
Venice, where he lived with Whistler for a 
time, a period he covered in his book “With 
Whistler in Venice,” published last year by 
The Century Company. He received a silver 
medal at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
in 1904 and was elected to the American 
National Academy in 1906. 

Georges Picot, author and permanent sec¬ 
retary of the Academy of Sciences, died at 
Paris, Tuesday, August 17. He was born in 
Paris in 1838. After the study of law he 
was appointed judge at the Seine Tribunal. 
When Grevy became President of France 
Picot retired as Minister of Justice to be¬ 
come editor of Le Paiiemcnt. . Lie was 
elected to succeed Thiers in 1878 in the Acad¬ 
emy of Moral and Political Sciences, and in 
1896 became permanent secretary of that 
body. He twice won the Gobert prize with 
his “Llistoire de Etats Genevaux,” and is 
the author of several works on France and 
the political conditions of that country 

Sir Theodore Martin, author and parlia¬ 
mentary agent, died Wednesday, August 18. 
He was born in 1816 in Edinburgh and re¬ 
ceived his education at the high school and 
university. He translated Heine, Goethe, 
Dante, Horace, Catullus and Virgil, and 
wrote a version of the Danish play, “King 
Rene’s Daughter,” in which Helena Faucit 
a celebrated actress of her day, who after¬ 
wards became his wife, played the leading 
part with great effect. Queen Victoria 
trusted to him the completing of the “Biog¬ 
raphy of the Prince Consort” upon the death 
of General Grey, who had the work in hand. 
On the publication of the third volume the 
author was knighted. His works include 
“Essays on the Drama,” “Madonna Pia and 
Other Plays,” “Life of Lord Lvndhurst” and 
’“Life of Helena Faucit.” This last appeared 
in 1901, three years after L.ady Martin’s 
death.

Thomas Whittaker, Inc., have placed on 
the market a publication entitled “The Motor 
Boat,” consisting of, besides suitable descrip¬ 
tive matter, a disintegrate model of the boat 
for self-instruction and for use in technical 
schools, with text by W. Hantzschel, M.E., 
translated by Theodore E. Schulz. “Joy in 
God” will be the title of the Bishop of Lon¬ 
don’s new book, which will be similar in style 
and contents to “The Call of the Father.” 

LIenry Holt & Company hope to issue in 
September the third volume of DeAlva Stan- 
wood Alexander’s “Political History of the 
State of New York,” bringing it down to 
Cleveland’s first term. The critics have 
pretty generally commended Congressman 
Alexander for his ability to combine histor¬ 
ical accuracy with telling and human char¬ 
acter sketches of the leading men who figure 
in his pages.

Mr. Clayton has been associated with 
the publishing trade for some years, first as 
travelling representative of the Smart Set 
Publishing Co., and more lately with the 
Cosmopolitan and Smart Set magazines— 
with the latter holding the position of circu¬ 
lation manager. In speaking of his new 
enterprise Mr. Clayton said: “It is my inten¬ 
tion to publish a periodical that shall be just 
what its name implies—a monthly book re¬ 
view.” Mr. Clayton’s magazine will be under 
the editorial charge of Mr. Temple Scott, 
formerly in charge of the book page in the 
New York American and one time editor of 
Book Chat , and of Charles Hanson Towne, 
well known as a writer and reviewer. 
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Moffat, Yard & Company have almost 
ready “The Conquest of the Air,” by Pro¬ 
fessor A. Lawrence Rotch, of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, director of the Blue Hill Meteor¬ 
ological Observatory. Fiction in active prep¬ 
aration includes Elizabeth Robin's new story, 
“The Florentine Frame,” in which she builds 
a plot of intellectual and social New York 
City around a problem which will be dis¬ 
cussed with animation on both sides of the 
water. A German edition of Professor 
Viereck’s “The House of the Vampire,” has 
just appeared in Berlin and Stuttgart, and 
the play based upon this strange tale of the 
absorptive genius is being played by stock 
companies with great success. The fifth edi¬ 
tion of J. C. Snaith’s “Araminta” is just run 
off the press, the third edition of Munster- 
berg’s “Psychotherapy” is in the bindery, 
and Unwin is bringing out an English edi¬ 
tion of Professor A. E. Kennclly’s ’’Wireless 
Telegraphy and Wireless Telephony,” al¬ 
ready in its third American printing. “When 
Mother Lets Us Help” and “When Mother 
Lets Us Give a Party” are preparing for the 
charming series in which they will find a 
place. 

Doublf.day, Page & Company will bring out 
next month a new volume in their Garden 
Library, entitled “The Garden Week by 
Week,” by Walter P. Wright. This is in¬ 
tended as a practical handbook covering the 
gardening operations for every week in the 
year, by the author of “The Perfect Garden.” 
There are some 350 illustrations, of which 
about 200 are in black and white and color. 
Two other books to be published simulta¬ 
neously with Mr. Wright’s volume are “Men 
the Workers,” by Henry Demarest Lloyd, 
and “Wendell Phillips,” by Lorenzo Sears. 
The first of these is a collection of essays and 
addresses on labor questions treated from the 
viewpoint of an intimate, as well as that of a 
social. philosopher. Ever since Mr. Lloyd’s 
participation in the Pullman strike of 1894 he 
has been active in labor matters, and has fre¬ 
quently interpreted various phases of the 
labor movement to the workingmen them¬ 
selves. His forthcoming volume has been 
edited by Anne Withington and Caroline 
Stallbohm. The book on “Wendell Phillips” 
is a biography of that famous public speaker 
of the last century, a resume of whose life 
work is given by Dr. Sears from the stand¬ 
point of the present. 

The John Lane Company have just 
ready a volume of poems by Darrell Figgis, 
entitled “A Vision of Life,” with an in¬ 
troduction by Gilbert K. Chesterton, who 
says of the author that “he is one of those 
who give this impression of a latter-day re¬ 
turn to the Elizabethan spirit; that is, to the 
real Elizabethan spirit which the romantic 
movement omitted—the spirit of Elizabethan 
enrichment and involution.” Yet Mr. Figgis 
is not oblivious to the century in which he 
lives. He has understood the message of the 
nineteenth century and writes on as modern 
a subject as “A Word to the Czar.” His 
poems should appeal to all those who love 
imagery and a rich use of words, coupled 
with a consciousness of the high mission of 


poetry. “Dr. Brink,” from a respectable half- 
guin,ea practice, went to the East End of 
London, where he only charged sixpence a. 
visit and made an income of twelve hundred 
a year. His poor practitioners always in¬ 
sisted on his wearing a top hat; but this 
was almost the most costly of his necessary 
expenses. The doctor, however, though he 
lost his fashionable patients, gained a keen 
insight into life, and the human, humorous 
and lovable people who come to his office are 
sympathetically described by A. Neill Lyons 
in Sixpenny Pieces,” also just ready. 

The American Unitarian Association 
will publish at once in the series True Amer¬ 
ican Types, a volume entitled “Joshua James* 
Life Saver,” by Sumner I. Kimball, Superin¬ 
tendent of the Life-Saving Service, whose 
devotion to his men and his work fit him 
peculiarly to tell the really wonderful story. 
The ordinary service, records of hours of 
work in freezing water and biting wind are 
so familiar that some effort is necessary to 
bring their splendor home to the mind; but 
here was a man who, after forty-seven years 
in the service, was made captain of a new 
station, although seventeen years past the age 
prescribed by regulations. He worked twelve 
years more, still retaining his power, still 
never sparing himself, and he was in his 
seventy-fifth year when news came to the sta¬ 
tion of the loss of the whole Monomoy Point 
crew, and tw r o days later he took his men 
out for a special drill in the surf, he himself 
handling the steering oar. Both men and 
boat were more than fit for duty, he found, 
and it must have been with a light heart that* 
after more than an hour of toil, he sprang out 
upon the beach opposite the station. He 
looked out upon the sea a moment, then 
turned to his men. “The tide is ebbing,” he 
said, and fell dead, his very last moment 
given to assuring himself that he had been 
faithful to his duty. “And how can man die 
better?” 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have in rapid prep¬ 
aration “An American Transportation Sys¬ 
tem : a Criticism of the Past and the Present 
and a Plan for the Future,” by George A. 
Rankin, based firmly upon a foundation of

who finds the way to help the old man with¬ 
out making him a pauper; and five new 
works in Harper’s Library of Living 
Thought: “Life of the Universe,” by Svante 
Arrhenius, in two volumes; “The Origin of 
the New Testament,” by Professor William 
Wrede; “Christianity and Islam,” by Pro¬ 
fessor C. H. Becker; “The Transmigration 
of Souls,” by Professor D. A. Bertholet; and 
“Jesus or Paul,” by Professor Arnold Meyer, 
showing that it was mainly Paul who founded 
that form of Christianity which alone spread 
the teachings of Jesus.

This conflict in turn is eliminated by the prayer process. Numerous examples from actual observation 
of children add vividness to the work which has a deep philosophic interest and throws light on present 
day religious problems.
